While we 
deeply deplore this afflicting ‘evil, we 
have thé consolation to-hope, from: the - 
advanced : period - of the year, ‘that its. 
coritiiiiance will not-be long, and that . 
in all probability; bya próper attention 
_ in future, a recurrence = of the calamity.. 
may ‘be prevented, ^^^

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The change that has recently taken 
. place in our political condition, must be 
gratifying to all who entertain a’just 
pride in the full exercise and enjoy- 
ment of those privileges, which the in- ' 
' stitutions of a people vested with sove- 
reign authority alone can confer: while, 
therefore, we acknowledge, with jus- 
tice, the fostering and protecting hand 
of the general government, during the 
eriod of our infant state, we cannot be 
otherwise than gratified, that the time 
has arrived, when we are about to par- 
ticipate in all the rights, and to.come 
under all the obligations incident to a 
constituent member of the union; nor 
does this feeling originate in a restless 
disposition, or evidence an aversion to 
the legal and constitutional control so 
_essention to the preservation of that or- 
der in society, without which, national 
freedom cannot exist: it emenates from 
a more noble source, from the sacred ` 
regard entertained by our citizens, for 
those great principles of self govern- 
ment which secure to them in the high- 
est degree, the inestimable blessings of 
liberty—prineiples which can never be 
lost sight of by a people devoted to-the 
support of a government founded upon 
their own will, and administered for 
their exclusive advantage. 
But, fellow citizens, in congratulating 
ourselves upon the political advance- 
ment, we ought to recollect that while 
it confers additional rights and privile- 
es B "d * 
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ges, it at the same time imposes new 
and enlarged duties, important, not 
merely as they concern our internal re- 
gulations, but with respect to the rela- 
tion-in which we stand. to the’general 
government. 
The structure of the American re- 
publie presents two prominent features 
upon which the fabric seems to rest— 
the general government partaking of- a 
federal and consolidated character, is 
vested. with those powers, which could 
not be efficiently exercised by the states 
in a disunited capacity, while.the states 
possess all the powers requisite for the 
administration' of internal affairs. The 
authority of both being thus delineated, 
it is essential to the maintenance of the 
entire system that each should act with- 
in their assigned limits. The first may 
‘be considered the medium thro’ which 
the glory, character. and strength of the 
nation is seen, felt and exerted; the se- 
cond exhibits the domestic police of the 
country, embracing a great variety of 
objects, all important. to the security, 
prosperity. and happiness. of the com- 
munity—they are mutually bound to 
- support each other in the constitutional 
exercise of their respective. duties, and 
to observe a reciprocal vigilance against 
the assumption of powers. by the one, 
which properly appertains to the other. 
In no age or country was there ever. 
devised a System .so admirably calcul- 
ated to render a government strong and 
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durable, while it secures to each citi- 
zen the enjoyment, of évéry privilege 
not inconsistent with the good ‘of: the 
whole : a system that never can be dés-. 

` troyed of contaminated, but by a diini- 
nution of virtue and intelligence in the 
great: body of the people by whose atè 
thority it was created—-for whose be- 
nefit it exists. l - o7 
. This being the first General Assem- 

-bly convened since the adoption of the - 
state government, the duties which de- 
volve on you, gentlemen, who compose 
it, are of great, and in some instances, 
of lasting moment to your constituents. 
The priicipal -matters of legislation 
which will of course occupy your de- 
liberations, are designated i the Co- . 
stitution; it will not therefore be ne- 
cessary for me to call your- attentiori ès- 
pecially to the several powers and. du- 
ties therein delegated to, and enjoined 
upon, the Legislature, the instrument 
itself being your best guide. J cannot, 

. however, refrain from adverting to some 
of the principal subjects which in the 
course of the present session you may 

- deem it your duty to act upon. - | 

. From existing circumstances, the or- 

' ganizing the Judicial Department has 

a claim to your early attention. Upon- 

this subject the Constitution leaves to 

the Legislature the- exercise of much 
discretion. This was obviously requi- 
site in order to provide for that increase 
éf population: and extension of juris- 
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diction which must happen in the course: . 


ofevents. It-is for you to determine 


what number of Judges will be required `` 
at present to discharge the duties, and. . 


whether it will be expedient at- this 


time to assign to the appellatory and. 
chancery courts judges, distinct from - 
those, who may be appointed for the 


several districts. 

By the Constitution the Judiciary is 
placed upon a footing as independent. 
as that of any other State in the union. 
I therefore feel confident, that you will 
consider it important, that the appoint- 
ments should be filled with men learned 
in the laws, of undoubted integrity, and 
of an independence of character which 
. cannot be shaken by circumstances un- 
- connected with a faithful and righte-: 
ous discharge of their duties. In all 
free governments, the acts of the Judi- 
ciary are of more immediate conse- 
. quence to the safety and tranquillity ot 
society than that of any other depart- 


ment. They pronounce what the law . 


is, not only between contending indivi- 
duals, but between the public and 
those who may be charged with public 
offences, so that the security of life, h- 


berty and property may be consider- ; 


ed as united with the purity and intel- 
ligence of those who fill the seats of 
Justice. : 


It being an acknowledged political - 
truth, tested by the experience ofourown | 


government, that the citizens capable

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- -of bearing árms, are chiefly to be reli- 
ed' upon for the defence of a free peo- 
ple, it i5 therefore evidently important - 
to the safety of the community, that the 
“Militia should be so organized, and in 
: such a state of discipline, as to render 
them prompt and efficient upon all oc- 
casions, requiring the’ einployment^ of 
military force. Your power, gentlemen, 
under the Constitution, are sufficiently . 
replete, to enable. you to adopt that 
course which you may deem: best cal- 
: culated: to- attain this desirable end; 
and I entertain no doubt. but your mea- 
sures will have in view the support of 
that high. reputation for courage and ` 
` ‘patriotism which the militia so justly 
earned by their services and privations | 
under the territorial government dur- 
ing the late war. In regulating the 
mode of appointing the officers, which 
is left entirely to the discretion of the 
Legislature, I would beg leave to sug- 
gest the: propriety of its being made 
the duty of generals of brigades and 
divisions to recommend ‘suitable per- 
sons to fill the staff appointments, that 
may be attached to their respective 
commands. and that each colonel should 
recommend a fit person to act as adju- 
tant of his regiment: 
By the Constitution -you are invest- 


` ed withthe authority to enact laws to 


prevent slaves from: bemg brought into 

this State for the purpose of being dis- 

posed. of as merchandise. Under exist- 
BA. i 
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ing circumstances,. Í am aware, gentle- 
men, of the d:fficulty you. will find. in 
devising any mode thatwill be adequate 
to-put an entire end to thjs odious traf- 
fic; but I trust that m your wisdom, 
you will be enabled to adopt such méa- 
sures as imay in some degree lessen the: 
evil. As the practice is now prohibited 
by most of the States where domestic 
slavery is tolerated, it is evident that 
great numbers will.be brought to this 
State, and principally those of the most 
vicious character, unless by some means 
we can render the trade at least pre- 
carious to those-who engage in it. lam 
fully persuaded, gentlemen, that you 
will deem this subject worthy of your 
most serious consideration. 

The act passed by the territorial le- 
gislature at their last session, providing 
for the translation and preservation of 
the Spanish Records, enabled me to 
“obtain the services of a géntleman 
eminently qualified to perform the duties 
prescribed by that law. As many of the 
records related merely to controversies. 
respecting personal estate, which from 
the lapse of time could not be consider- 
ed :mportant, the claims on which they 
w~ e founded being barred, by the ex- 
isting laws, I deemed it proper, with 
th view to prevent an unnecessary ex- 
p - diture of public money, to limit the 
la ors of the translator to such docu- 
ments as relate to real estate and slaves; 
the work will be in a short time com- 
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. pleted, and I trust, ima manner that will 
' prove-useful, both, «to; individuals and 
| the publics © -= & 

. The aécounits and. vouchers or the 
4nonéj advanced “by. the -territory, for 
‘the-use ofthe generalgovérnment, were 
forwarded for settlemeiit.last fall; a let- 
téer-réceived from the:auditor of public 
accourits;'to whom: they: were submit- 

. ted, states that the-amount will be-paid . 

- upon. evidence -being- exhibited of. the 
- munitions of war, for which the expen- 
.:diture was incurred, having been ap- _ 
plied to the:publie service. LIhave di- 
rected the ‘adjutant genéral-to- furnish: 
. this 'evidérice, and to deliver the arti- 
. eles in store to.the United States; this,. 
I trust, will be sufficient to justify the 
payment-of the money, "without much 
further delay. 

It appears ‘from thé-books of the trea- 
sury, that the cash on hand the first day - 
of November last, with the receipts from 
. that period to the 30th of. September, 
. amounted to the sum of forty-five thou- 

-sand eight hundred and thirty-six dol- 
. lars and sixty-six cents: of this sum there 
has béen disbursed thirty-seven thou- 
sand five hundred and six dollars and 
Seventy-four cents; leaving at present in 
the treasury the sum-of eight thousand 
two hundred and sixty-nine dollars and 
‘ninety-two cents. The amount of dis- 
. bursements includes extraordinary ex- 
penditures to a large. amount, among 
those the pay and contingent expenses 
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of the convention is the most consider- 
able, having. amounted to upwards: of 
nine thousand dollars—the sums. paid 
for printing -and binding. the digest of 
the statutes, and the money paid to the - 
Natchez Hospital,amount to-near eight 
' thousand dollars. 

"In order to support the credit of the 
government, by being at all times pre- 
pared to discharge the current de- 
mands, an increase of the present rate 
of taxation, in: consequence. of the new 
- state of. things, is indispensably requi- 

: site; the augmentation, however, need 
not be considerable, provided a perma- 
nent revenüe system shall be adopted. 

On this fisrt occasion of my address- 
ing the representatives of the State, 
were I to refrain from acknowledging 
my gratitude to the people for the ho- 
nor they have conferred on me; by se- 
.Jeeting me to fill the office of chief Ma- 
gistrate, it would betray an indiffer- 
-ence to popular favor I have never felt, 
and evidence a want of respect for the 
. great principle of equal rights, which. 
I trust Í shall’ ever regard as the foun- 
daton of our hberties, while I .can, 
with the utmost sincerity declare, that 
J appreciate the esteem and regard of 
the community as a source of individual 
happinéss, unconnected with other con- 
siderations, | own that the confidence 
which my fellow-citizens, by their suf- 
frages at the late election have reposed 
in me, is peculiarly gratifying, from ^ 2 
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21 
circumstance of my having served them 
several years in the capacity of a ter- 
ritorial governor. . During that period, 
it is known to you,. gentlemen, many : 
incidents occurred that -involved the . 
' dearest interests of our country, and 
which rendered the management of 
public affairs truly perplexing. "That". 
they terminated with honor and ad- 
vantage to the community, I have ever 
ascribed to. the patriotic support the 
. executive uniformly received from the 
people, and their. representatives in the 
legislature. I shall ever entertain the 
most grateful recollection of their libe- 
ral conduct towards me .in those times 
of difficulty and embarrassment, and - 
for this new instance of their indulgent 
regard, I shall endeavor to make the 
best return in my power, by discharg- 
` ing the duties of the office, so far as I 
am capable, in a manner calculated to 
secure the rights and privileges of the 
state, and to advance the interests and 
happiness -of the people. With these 
objects. in view, I offer to you, gentle- 
men, my co-operation in the adoption 
of all measures that may have a tenden- - 
cy to promos. the welfare and prospe- 
rity of our community. FM
